soon got into the habit of visiting it on my own, to explore 

its banks and shallows. Taking off my shoes, | would wade 

into the muddy water up to my knees, to pluck the water 
lilies off the surface. 
One day, when | arrived at the pond, | found it already 
occupied by the buffaloes. Their owner, a boy a little older 
than me, was swimming about in the middle of the pond. 
Instead of climbing out on the bank, he would pull himself up 
on the back of one of his buffaloes, stretching his slim brown 
body out on the animal's glistening back. When he saw me 
Staring at him from across the pond, he smiled, showing 
gleaming white teeth in his dark, sun-burnished face. He 
invited me to join him for a swim. | told him | could not swim, 
and he offered to teach me. He dived off the back of the 
buffalo and swam across to me. And |, having removed my 
short and shirt, followed his instructions until | was struggling 
about among the water lilies. 
The boy's name was Ramu. He promised to give me 
swimming lessons every afternoon. 
Before long | was able to swim across the pond to join Ramu 
astride a contented, basking buffalo. Ramu came from a 
family of milk-vendor and had received little schooling. But he 
was well-versed in folklore and knew a great deal about bird 
and animals. 
| liked the buffaloes too. Sometimes we tried racing them, 
sitting astride different buffaloes. But they were lazy animals, 
and would leave one comfortable spot only to look for 
another; or, if they were in no mood for hectic activity, would 
roll over in the water, depositing us into the mud and green

scum of the pond. Emerging from the pond in shades of green 
and brown, | would slip into the house through the back door, 
to avoid Grandmother's wrath, then hurriedly bathe under a 
tap before getting into my clothes. 

sitting on our favourite burfalo, Ramu and | watched a pair of 
oarus Cranes prancing and capering around each other. Tall, 
Stork-like birds with naked red heads and long red legs, these 
birds are always devoted companions, and it is said that if a 
Sarus Is killed, its mate will haunt the scene for weeks, calling 
Sadly, and sometimes even pining away and dying of grief. . 
They are held in great affection by village folk and will often 
"adopt" a village, living on its outskirts. And they are as good 
as watchdogs, giving loud trumpet-like calls if strangers 
approach. This particular pair of Sarus Cranes seemed to 
have adopted our pond and bungalow, for we were to see 
them often in the coming months. Both Grandfather and 
Ramu felt that people should be gentler with birds and 
animals, and not kill them for sport, or profit. 

"It is also important that we respect them:;" said Grandfather. 
“We must acknowledge their rights on the earth. Everywhere, 
birds and animals are finding it more difficult to survive 
because we are destroying their forests. They have to keep 
moving as the trees disappear." 

Ramu and | spent many long summer afternoon at the pond. 
The buffaloes and the frogs and the Sarus Cranes shared our 
friendship. They had accepted us as part of their own world, 


their muddy but comfortable pond.

is considered 
endangered when its members are so few or its natural 
habitat is so limited that unless speciaily protected, it will 
disappear. Some species have been wantonly destroyed for 
pleasure or for commercial purposes. Sometimes pastoral 
and agricultural expansion, forest fires and the introduction 
of alien plants and animals into inland areas destroy the 
natural habitat and cause a void. 
Ecologists have been warning us for some time that all 
animals and plants and their environment depend on one

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another for their survival. Some animals prey on others, 
some are herbivores, and some plants and animals die out 
naturally. But nature, through a system of checks and 
balances, ensures that all other plants and animals continue 
to exist. If this balance is interfered with, life on Earth is 
directly affected thereby endangering the existence of our 
planet's flora and fauna. 

The rate at which rainforests are being destroyed is 
alarming. An area equal to 2 football field is disappearing 
every three seconds. 
In his search for 
timber and more (and 
for farming, man has (a 
been destroying me 
rainforests 
systematically and 
now barely half of the 
world's rainforests 
are left.

According to 

scientists, about 2000 plants growing in these forests could 
yield medicines to cure cancer, AIDS and other diseases. 
But remember, only a hundredth part of such plants have 
been studied So far, and the others may simply be destroyed 
before they are tested. 

Forests make up the natural habitat of many animals, most 
of which are now extinct. 
These include the Bald Ibis, 
the Carolina Parakeet and 
the Spanish Lynx, the 
Dodo, which was killed for 
its meat and became 
extinct almost 400 years 
ago, the Asiatic Cheetah, 
the Passenger Pigeon and 
the Moa, a Large grazing 
bird of New Zealand. The 
African Black Rhino, which 
is still being killed for its 
horn, and the Tiger in India, 
which is hunted for its 
bones, wrongly considered 
valuable in Chinese 
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medicine, are on the verge of 
extinction. 

But there is hope yet! 
Conservation is now foremost on 
everyone's mind. A number of 
societies and organizations have 
been set up to protect or 
conserve forests and wildlife. The 
most famous of all is the World 
Wildlife Fund, now known as the 
World Wide Fund for Nature 
(WWF). 

This Earth will never again see so 
many animals but, due to a sense 
of urgency, protection is now 
given to endangered species. Till 
recently, there were only about 
900 two-humped Bactrian 
Camels in the Gobi Desert. Their 
numbers have increased and 
very soon they will be off the 
"Endangered Species” list; the 
Bald-headed Eagle is already off 
this list.

There are many reasons to "travel light", the principal ones 
being... 

Security: By not having to check baggage, you are much 
less likely to lose it to theft, damage, or misrouting. Would 
that peace of mind were always so easily acquired! 

. Mobility: You needn't get 
to the airport or railway 
Station as early. You can 
more easily deal with 
delayed flights and missed 
connections. You will be 
among the first to leave the 
airport for your destination, 
while others wait for 
baggage delivery and long 
customs inspection 
queues. You can board trains with alacrity. 

Economy: You don't have to pay porters and the like to carry 
Stuff around for you, and you will be more able to take public 
transportation, rather than taxis. You can even walk. All of 
which will also bring you into more intimate (and thus 
rewarding) contact with the places you have come to visit. 
He who would travel happily must travel light. 

Of the several aspects to this challenge, the most important 
is what to take, another is what to take it in, and a third is how 
to pack it (particularly the folding of clothes). 

What to Take (In Your One Carry-On Bag): Add items if 
you must, to address your business needs, hobbies, 
personal interests, etc., but resist the temptation to add non- 
essentials. If you're thinking "| might need this", you're likely 
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mistaken: if it's "| can survive without this", you may be right. 
Doing the day's laundry: Smart travellers plan to wash 
clothes during the trip, one of the major secrets to living out 
of a carry-on bag. So one of your evening chores becomes 
doing the day's laundry (if you travel with a partner, each of 
you can wash on alternate days). Wash and rinse the clothes 
(most days, this will only be socks and undergarments) in the 
sink of your hotel. Rolling wet clothes in a towel, and 
wringing the towel tightly (with clothes inside), is an old 
traveller's trick to extract 
water and thus considerably 
speed the drying process. 
Choosing Clothing: 
Minimise clothing by 
selecting a uniform (one or 
two) colour scheme. Choose 
fabrics carefully: natural 
fabrics can be cooler, but 
wrinkle more easily ("bundle 
folding" helps considerably, 
by avoiding hard creases), dry more uty and are 
generally heavier than synthetics. Knitted fabrics are less 
prone to creasing. 

Necktie, scarf, hairband, bandannas: Accessorising is a 
good way to stretch a wardrobe; for women in particular, a 
well-chosen scarf can dramatically alter the appearance - 
and thus multiply the utility - of an outfit. Costume jewellery 
also works well in this manner. For men, consider a bow tie; it 
not only packs smaller, lighter, & more wrinkle-free, it also 
transforms a blazer into notably more formal attire. In colder 
weather, along woollen scarf can be surprisingly effective. 
Flashlight, extra batteries & bulbs: A flashlight (torch) can 
be surprisingly useful, for late night reading, finding your way 
to the toilet, or ... Make sure you pack along a sufficient 
quantity of the necessary Lithium batteries. Avoid lights with 
a simple sliding on/off switch, or you may arrive at your

destination to discover that shifting luggage contents have 
turned the switch on, and you now have one less set of 
batteries than when you started out. 

Multipurpose tool (e.g., Swiss Army knife, Leatherman 
tool), scissors: The term "Swiss Army knife" has become 
part of the language. In recent years, their position has been 
seriously challenged by the Leatherman tools, which are 
extremely well made and add a serious pair of pliers to the 
kit. If you wear glasses, make sure your chosen 
multipurpose tool can handle the associated screws (or 
consider carrying one of the tiny eyeglass repair kits, 
commonly available at pharmacies). 

should your chosen tool not include them, add a pair of 
compact, folding scissors. 

Safety pins, rubber bands, cord: Nylon parachute cord is 
the most versatile type. In addition to their obvious uses, 
Safety pins will hold the drapes closed in a hotel room, often 
a prerequisite to getting a good night's sleep. Stainless steel 
(non-rusting) safety pins also work well as "clothespins", and 
although | generally prefer the style of clothesline discussed 
below, the cord & pin solution may offer advantages if you're 
camping out, and trying to discourage casual pilferage. 
sewing kit, including large needle to accommodate dental 
floss 

Pens, small notebook, glue stick: Most journeys will yield 
interesting items of information along the way (addresses of 
people you meet, the locations of hotels, restaurants, and 
other recommended attractions, a record of photographs 
taken, even a trip diary); make sure you bring something in 
which to write them down. It can be as simple as a small coil- 
bound notebook, or elaborate as a hardcover journal into 
which you glue the ticket stubs, business cards, and other 
memorabilia that will recall your adventures in years to 
come. 

Be careful: Briefly, pants are rolled up to the knees, and the 
upper part, along with underpants, lowered to the knees (you 
don't want them around your ankles!). Items capable of 
falling are best removed beforehand; retrieving them will 
likely be impractical. You squat by first bending the upper 
part of your body forward (to maintain balance), then lower 


yourself by bending your legs, coming to rest quite ne 


(and comfortably) on your haunches and legs. Reverse to 
rise. Aim is more important in squat toilets than in sit toilets, 
so don't fire indiscriminately. 


Bundle folding: A much better is the use of t 
folding technique. Bundle folding involves the 
wrapping of clothes around a central core object, a OIC 
the hard folds that result in creases. That's the story in a 
nutshell, but of course there are plenty of implementation 
details! 

Begin by selecting the item that will form the core of the 
bundle: an organizer pouch is a good choice. The optimal 
size will depend somewhat upon the configuration of your 
bag and the amount of clothing to be packed, but something 
around 11 x 16" (29 x 41cm) should work well. The pouch is 
filled with soft items (socks, swimsuit, undergarments, sheet 
bag, etc.) to form a sort of cushion around which the clothing 
will be wrapped. 

Clothing is packed in a specific order, so that the larger and 
more tailored garments will end up on the outside of the 
bundle, with less easily wrinkled pieces closer to the core. An 
appropriate sequence (beginning, as you will begin your 
packing, with the outer layer) might be: 

1. jacket 
2. skirts, dresses 

3. slacks 

4. long-sleeved shirts 
9. short-sleeved shirts 
6. sweater, knits 

7. shorts 

When you arrive at your destination, open out the bundle to 
let the clothes "relax". If you plan to be there for any length of 
time, hang the clothes where possible (doing so in a 
bathroom with some steam generated by running a hot 
shower should get rid of any wrinkles that did occur - if it 
doesn't, find garments of a more forgiving fabric). 

And yes, this is the downside of bundle folding; at the very 
least, you are likely to need items from your core pouch, so 
you must resign yourself to unpacking and repacking the 
bundle whenever you change destinations. | don't find this 
much of an inconvenience: few items are involved, a little 
practice makes one quite good at bundle folding, and 
unpacking/hanging clean clothes is a good idea in any case. 


ECO-lTOURISM 


he only tiger 
reserve in Assam 
and famous for the 
rare golden langur, Manas National Park is one of the best 
kept national parks in the country. Manas National Park is 
located on the banks of the river Manas in the foothills of 
Bhutan. This park is well known as one of the world heritage 
sites having its unique combination of scenic beauty and 
rare wealth of wildlife. 

Park Population: Being a tiger reserve Manas is famous for 
tigers. The other exclusive specie is the pygmy hog. The 
park harbors about 20 species of animals That include 
panther, clouded leopard, marbal cat and other variety of 
cats, elephant, rhino, swamp deer, sambar, barking & hog 
deer, dhole, binturong, otter, bison, buffalo, golden langur, 
and spotted deers. 

There are numerous species of feathered beings nest in the 
park. The reserve also receives many visitors from all over 
the world who come during the winters and fly back on the 
onset of Summers. 

Park Trips: The park can be entered on elephant back or in

owards the south of Calcutta, the rivers Ganga and 

Hoogly divide itself into many distibutaries. The 

speed of water is reduced and the river deposits its 
silt just as it is about to merge into the sea. In due course, 
the accumulated silt takes the shape of islands on the 
mouth of the rivers. These are the famous Gangetic deltas. 
They provide an ideal atmosphere and environment for the 
Sundari trees to grow. Spread over an area of almost 
10,000 sq kms (now shared by Bangladesh and India), the 
Sunderbans are home to many exquisite animals and 
birds. The Indian Government has declared this 1330 sq 
kms of area as a national park.

But the rapid fall in the Royal Bengal 
Tiger population forced the government to 
declare tiger poaching as illegal and the area 
came under the Project Tiger. Tigers in 
Sunderbans is known to swim a record 
distance of 10 kms. They also hunt fish if

Getting There: Manas National Park is 176 km from 
Guwahati from where is easier to drive than to take any other 
transport.

Manas is well connected by 
network of roads which connect the place with other cities 
and towns in the state.

estling in the foothills of the @ 

Himalayas, the Corbett National 

Park, with the inclusion of the 
sonanadi wildlife sanctuary to the west, 
extends over an area of more than 1200 @& 
sq km. Varied topography and vegetation 
gives Corbett a rich diversity in habitats 
and natural beauty. Flat valleys are interspersed with hilly 
ridges and the Park's rolling grasslands known as Chaurs 
provide an excellent view of its wildlife. 
The magnificent Ramganga River flows through the park. 
While the dense cover of sal cloaks the higher ridges, 
mixed deciduous forests are found throughout the park. 
This wildlife reserve is named after a famous British 
hunter-- Jim Corbett. Corbett, who had written the famous 
book, The Man-Eaters of Kumaon was greatly revered by 
the local people for hunting down tigers that had 
developed a liking for human flesh. He was instrumental in 
Setting up the reserve and eventually ‘shot’ more wildlife 
with his camera than with is gun. 
Park Population : Corbett has the highest density of Tiger 
in the country-- approximately one every 10 sq km and it 
was here that the prestigious “Project Tiger’ was launched 
in 1973. Four species of deer -- hog deer, sambar, chital 
and barking deer and other prey like the wild boar, are 
fodder for the tiger. 
Besides the tiger, Corbett is a haven for 50 mammals, 580 
kinds of birds and 25 reptile species. The park has 
elephants, the Himalayan black bear in the higher 
elevations, sloth bear, varieties of lesser cats, dhole the 
wild dog and an entire spectrum of colourful birds including 
water birds, pheasants, jungle fowl and the Indian hornbill. 
Basking along the banks of the Ramganga are the slender 
snouted Gharial and the mugger or marsh crocodile. 
Getting There: The nearest airport to the Corbett Park is 
the Pantnagar airport. The nearest railhead is that of 
Ramnagar. It is 51 kms from Dhikala. Entry to the forest is 
just outside Ramnagar. 


Ranthambore National Park 


he Ranthambore National Park was the hunting 

ground of Maharaja of Jaipur. In 1955 it was declared 

a game sanctuary; in 1980 it became a national park. 
But with the commissioning of Project Tiger in 1972, it was 
included in the project. With the addition of neighbouring 
Keladevi and Mansingh sanctuaries, the total area of the 
park stands to 1,334 sq km. 
Ranthambore is a heritage site because of the picturesque 
ruins that dot the park. There are lake palaces, chhatris, old 
fortifications and a majestic 1,000-year-old fort overlooking 
the park. The lovely Jogi Mahal is located at the foot of the 
fort and gives magnificent view of the Padam Talao, painted 
white with water lilies. 
The park is famous for tigers and due to conservation 
efforts, the tiger population has stabilised if not increased 
here. The tigers can be spotted quite often even during the 
day, at their normal pursuits-- hunting and taking care of 
their young ones. Ranthambore is one of the best places to 
see these majestic predators. 
Park Population: The tigers are the prize attractions of the 
park. Other inmates of the park are the antelopes- nilgai, 
Sambar and chittal which are easy to spot. Those who are 
lucky even get to see the sloth bear, wild boar, chinkara, 
porcupines and jackals, leopard, jungle cat and march 
crocodile. 
The lakes and water holes in the park are the best place to 
sight the animals. 
Getting There: The nearest city to the park is Sawai 
Madhopur. This place also provides the nearest railhead for 
the national park. It is 11 km from Ranthambore. Make sure 
about the trains if you are planning to reach the place by rail. 
The nearest airport is that of Jaipur which ts about 145 km 
away.

Like all the late temples at Ellora, those at Elephanta have 
three entrances and some secondary sanctuaries with 


rather inferior sculpture. Non-Indian literary 
references to Elephanta began as early as 15/79. | 
The sacred sculptures have therefore attracted | 
informed interest for more than four centuries. | 
Only one of the sculptured panels, in the Main | 
Hall, the fabulous Trimurti or three-headed | 
sculpture of Shiva as Mahesha, the Great Lord, | 
has survived more or less intact. All the | 
sculptures are colossal panels chiselled out of 
the rock walls of the caves, each composition set | 
in a separate alcove. It is dark, cool and | 
mysterious inside and gradually, as the eyes 
accustom themselves to the gloom, the sacred | 
power of the sculptures begins to manifest itself, | 
despite the fact that the temple is no longer | 


actively used as a Shrine. Exactly who was responsible or 
when they were carved is not certain, but the date of 750 AD 
carries traditional weight. After being ruled by several Hindu 
dynasties, the island fell to the Sultans of Gujarat, and 
passed from them to the Portuguese, whose soldiers used 
the sculptures for target practice. Fortunately, the 
Portuguese soldiers left the great Trimurti alone. Perhaps 
even they were in awe of it. These superb images of Lord 
shiva are the ultimate on the perception of the highest form 
of masculine beauty and the art of stone carving. 

The temple proper at Elephanta is a pillared hall roughly 90 
feet long, with six rows of stone columns. As in many cave 
temples, the pillars show the greatest irregularity not only in 
alignment but in the individual details of carving; in many the 
corners of the bases are not even true right angles. These 
imperfections, due to the enormous difficulties involved in 
hollowing out the interior, might be regarded as architectural 
accidents which give life to the conception. 

As you stay longer inside the Elephanta tempie, the 
sculptured panels seem to grow in impact; at first they seem 
buried in the dark halls, but gradually these powerful 
representations of strength, love and spiritual peace 
become worlds in themselves. Shiva gives good scope for 
such a portrayal. Some of the sculptures show Shiva's 
function in the universe; for example he brought the river 
Ganga (Ganges) down to earth, the story goes, by letting it 
trickle through his matted hair. Naturally you would have to 
be thoroughly familiar with Hindu mythology to understand 
fully each detail.

Here, we 
began to see numerous 
signs of the ancient Inca 
Empire. Our guide 
explained that the Inca 
were an advanced 
Quechua Indian tribe that thrived throughout Bolivia, Peru, 
and Ecuador from the tenth to fourteenth centuries. "Inca" 
(Sun King) was the name they gave their ruler. Machu 
Picchu was their sacred city hidden high in the mountains 
and reached by an elaborate network of paved pathways 
that ran throughout the northern Andes. This culture lost 
power when the Spaniards arrived in the 1500s. Machu 
Picchu was kept secret from the Spanish and eventually re- 
discovered by a Yale archaeologist, in the early 1900s. 
Our third day on the trail produced the most stunning 
scenery of all - fascinating ruins, high meadows, deep 
valleys, and snowcapped peaks. On the fourth and final day, 
we got up early and hiked to an ancient stone gateway on a 
fog-enshrouded pass. After waiting in the mist for over an 
hour, we began to catch brief glimpses of the surrounding 
terrain.
